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DETAILED ACTION 
Priority 

1 . Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 19(a)-(d), which 
papers have been placed of record in the file. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21 (2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

3. Claims 1 , 2, 4, 6, 8 - 21 and 24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Bajt et al. (US 2003/0008180). 

Bajt et al. disclose capping layers to be used in extreme ultraviolet (EUV) and soft x-ray 
projection lithography for preventing oxidation of an optical element forming a part of the 
apparatus (see paragraphs [006 - 008, 0014]). The multiplayer structure may be 
composed of a molybdenum/silicon (Mo/Si) multilayer, and states that the topmost layer 
of the multilayer structure may be Mo,(see paragraphs [0026 - 0028]). The interlayer, 
intermediate the multilayer and the capping layer may composed of carbon (see 
paragraph [0027], especially lines the last two lines). The capping layer is composed of 
ruthenium (Ru). Paragraph [0033] states that the bilayer, intermediate and capping 
layer may each have a thickness of 0.5 to 7 nanometers. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

5. This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a). 

6. Claims 3, 5, and 7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Bajt et al. (US 2003/0008180). 

Bajt et al. disclose in paragraph [0031] that the thickness of the interlayer and capping 
layer some of the multiplayer, are chosen to produce the highest reflectance and offer 
high oxidation resistance at the EUV wavelength of operation therefore, one of ordinary 
skill in the art at the time the invention was made would adjust the thickness of the 
layers accordingly, possibly using a range outside the range 0.5 to 7 nanometer given in 
paragraph [0033]. 
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7. Claims 22 and 23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Bajt et al. (US 2003/0008180). 

The reference does not give a manufacturing method, however, the invention is used in 
a lithographic environment, therefore, one using the invention would be caring out a 
device manufacturing method. 

Conclusion 

8. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Barbee, Jr. et al. (US 6,396,900) and Klebanoff et al. (US 
6,664,554) disclose a multiplayer film of MO/Si for use in lithography.
